I TlM Woman Made No AttPiupt to Give 
Bail and She is iu Cell 14, 
Feuale Department 



Her Palatial Realdene* On luelld Ave- 
nut, of Which tha Fumishlnga 
Aft Valued at $200,000, Oe- 
euplad By Her Maid. 

Cleveland, O., Dec. 15 - Five times 
Indicted by the United States at the 
exact minute that her train rolled into 
the itatlon. ICra. Caesle L. Chadwick 
came home to Cleveland Wednesday 
afternoon. She was greeted with 
Jeers, hoots and hisses by the crowds 
that RiitluTod in the depot when her 
train arrived, and howled at. by hun- 
dredi tnthered (n tMnt of the federal 
bluldint. The last aoond that reached 
her from the outside world, as she 
IMUiaed into the stuffy, ill sine'Ji^K of- 
fice of Sheriff Barry, in the county 
Jail, was the hoot of derision from the 
people massed In front of the doorway. 
She made no attempt to give ball and 
after brief stops in the office of the 
clerli of the United States court, was 
(alten to jail. Rho is held in cell 14 
In the woman's department of the Jail, 
and her palatial residence on Euclid 
avenue, of which the furnishings alone 
are valued at $200,000, is occupied by 
her maid. 

Fell in a Dead Faint. 
Her courage held to the last, but 
her body failed her and when she had 
mounted the three flights of stairs 

Icadlnf? to the tier of cells, where she 
is to remain, she collapsed utterly and 
fell in a dead faint But for the aid

of Deputy United States Marshals 
Kumb and Kelker, who held her up 
and almost carried her along as she 
mounted the stairs, she never would 
havo been alilo to reach her cell. 
Breathlt'.H.s, pale and staggering, she 
wa.s Ijan ly al)le to reach a chair, as 
the steel door of the woman's corridor 
swung open to receive her. She sank 
feebly into a chair, her head fell baclt- 
ward, and but for the marshals she 
would havo rolled to the floor. Water 
was quickly brought to her, and in a 
few seconds she revived and wa^ 
again a woman of business. 

Her First Request. 
Her first request was that her law- 
yer, Sheldon Q. Kerruisb, be sent for, 
and she was soon eosiged in a con- 
ference with blm ooneemlng her de- 
Eense. There Is small chance that she 
win be able to leave the Jail before 
her trial. There are now seven in- 
dictments against her — flv^ additional 
charges having been laid against her 
la the federal court Wednesday after- 
aoon. It would require surety to the 
amount of at least $100,000 to give 
her freedom, and there is nobody in 
Cleveland who will furnish that 
amount for her. She has herself no 
Idea of giving bail and will remain In 
lall. She has the best cell In the 
plaeeb but It is not a nice cell, nor is 
the county Jail of Cu^ihoga county a 
nice Jail even as Jails go, but it is the 
best there is and there she must re- 
main. 

The Federal Indictments. 

The federal Indictments against Mrs. 
Chadwick are Ave in number, three of 
them charge her with aiding and abet- 
ting officers of a national bank to de- 
fraud the institution, and two charge 
her with conspiring againit the United 
States. Of the tour ladletmeats 
against President Beekwith, of the 
Oberlin bank, two charge him with 
misapplication of fuitds of a national 
bank; one with conspiracy to commit 
an offense against the United States, 
.and one with certifying checks when 



no funds were on nana, rha indict- 
ments against Cashier Spear are the 
same as those against PrMldeat Beek* 

with. 

Tlie first witness before the prand 
Jury was United States Marshal Chan- 
dler, who presented to the Jury the 
awom statement of President Beck- 
with. ThIa is the doenment which has 
been called the "confession" of Beck- 
with. It set forth, in effect, that there 
were two notes of $500,000 each, both 
signed In the name df Andrew Car- 
negie, and that Mrs. ChadwK:k declar- 
ed positively, both to him and to Cash- 
ier Spear, that she personally saw Mr. 
Carnegie sign his name to both notes. 

Why Oberlin Bank Made the Loans. 

It was alsoT set fbrth in the state- 
ment that a New York attorney, who 
claimed to be u representative of An- 
drew Carnegie, had declared to Bock- 
wlth in Oberlin that the notes were 
genuine. The endorsement of the 
notes by Beckwith and Spear was ad- 
mitted, but the statement declared 
neither of them had any Idea that 
they were to be used in the manner In 
which Mrs. Chadwick handled them. 
Mr. Beckwith'a statement declared 
that they received from Iri Reynolds 
information to the effect "that every- 
thing was all right," and that a large 
amount of good securities belonging to 
Mrs. Chadwick were held by the Wade 
Park bank. This encouraged him to 
make loans to Mrs. Chadwick. 

The second witness was T. K. Whit- 
ney, township treasurer of Oberlin. 
James R. Severance, treasurer of Ober- 
lin collei;e, nai rated die facts connect- 
ed with loans made to Mrs. Chadwick 
by the college, and told him the mon- 
ey had been repaid. Cashier Spear 
and T. B. Barrett, of Wooster, were 
other witnesses. The hearing con- 
sumed all of the morning and was fin- 
ished shortly before 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon, after the jury had been 30 
minutes In session after luncheon.

Dec. 15 —L. Clarke DBp 
vis, editor-in-chief of the Public Ledg- 
er, of tills city, died at his home here 
Wednesday of heart disease, aged 70. 

Mr. Davis, who has been managing 
editor of the Philadelphia Inquirer, 
became identified with the Public 
I^edger about 12 years ago, and up to 
the time of his last Illness directed 
the policy of that newspaper.

IN A GAMBLING HOUSE. 



Headquarters of the Third .lapnnose 
Army, via Fusan, Dec. 15.— The Rus- 
sian battleship Sevastopol, the only 
Russian warship that escaped destruc- 
tion, being docked, when the other 
vessels, were sunk after the Japanese 
captured 203 Metre hill, escaped from 
the dock and harbor Tuesday night 
and is now anchored under a protect- 
ing mountain. Some torpedo craft are 
also outside of the harbor. The tre- 
mendous price In life paid by the Jap- 
anese for the capture of 203 Metre hill 
has been redeemed by the utter de- 
struction of the Russian fleet. 

The Japanese fleet will now go Into 
dock. 

Every part of the city and harbor 

of Port Arthur is visible from 203 Me- 
tre hill. The streets of the city are 
deserted and but few soldiers are do- 
ing patrol duty. Many buildings have 
been burned and others shattered. 
The shelters of the harbor present a 
strange appearance, with the turrets, 
masts and funnels of warships show- 
ing Just above tlie water. There is 
not a vessel afloat in the liarhor. Tl/e 
docks and buildings on the water front 
are torn and burned. The Japanese 
shells reach every part of the city and 
harbor. 

Bombarded the Arsenal. 
Toklo. Dec. 16. — The commander of 
the naval gone overlooking port Ar- 
thur, reporting at 10 o'<^oek Tuesday 

night, says: 

"To-day's bombardment was princi- 
pally directed against the arsenal and 
torpedo store house at Tiger's Tail 
peninsula, and the vessels anchored in 
that Tlclnlty. The store house was 
set on fire and burned In about an 
hour. About six shells struck the 
ships, and three vi ssels used for vari- 
ous purposes were destroyed. One 
took fire and sank. The bombard- 
ment of buildings caused serious dam- 
age. The result of the Indirect bom- 
bardment of the Sevastopol has not 
been ascertained, owing to the incle- 
ment weather."

Henry Neble TeetlSed That He Saw 
White Fire the Shot 



Winchester, Ky., Dec. 16. — In the 
trial of the Marcum damage case, the 
examination of Capt. R J. Bwen was 
finished Wednesday morning and Hen- 
ry Noble was called. He is county su- 
perintondent of TbacVieit co\iiil.v and 
was a clerk for Hargis Bros, for ten 
years. He heard the shooting when 
Marcum was killed and rushed out. 
He saw Tom White go In st a side 
door, fire a shot into the prostrate 
body, put his pistol under his coat and 
walked leisurely back to the Hargis 
store. Witness viewed the dead body 
of Marcum. Went back to the store, 
where he found White, Callahan and 
James Hargis, and heard White ask 
what Hargis and Callahan were fOlng 
to do about that money. 

John S. Noble, the famous "Rat An- 
l<le" Noble, was called but failed to 
respond and an attachment was or- 
dered for him. 

Buck Cottongane testified that 
French saw him in Leslie county and 
told him that Marcum was meddle- 
some and the Hargises would have to 
have him killed and that when the 
Hargises found people in their way 
they managed to get rid of thmi. The 
conversation took place near where 
Nick Conibs and Joe Eversole, the first 
victims of the French Eversole feud, 
wore killed, and French told witness 
he could get money for the same kind 
of work that was done at that place. 

Charles Anderson, a student at Jack- 
son acadi'niy, said he saw Marcum 
when killed and that he looked up and 
saw James Hargis at an up-stairs win- 
dow of his store with a gun in his 
hands. Saw two others whom he could 
not recogniee. Over the objection of 
th(' defense, Ruck f'ottonpane said de- 
fendant, French, offered .Mose Kelt nor 
$1,000 to leave and take away oilier 
witnesses, and afterward Feltner did 
so, and seemed to have plenty of 
money. 

Mrs. Rebecca Bailey, nnther of 
Mose Feltner, at different times said 
she saw Callahan and French and eac h 
wanted Mose Feltner to help them and 
they would help him out of trial for 
the murder of Jesse Fields. As an ar- 
gument French said the Hargises were 
all-powerful in Ureal liitt county, that 
the circuit judge would do as i liey 
said, that Cov. Heckliam was their 
friend and 'would do what they wlalied.

Washington, Dec 16.— Senate. — The 
senate, which under the constitution 

is made the trial court In impeach- 
ment cases, Wednesday received offl- 
clal notice of the determination of the 
house of representatives to present 
Impeachment charges against Ron. 
Charles Swayne, federal Judge in the 
northern district of Florida. The mat- 
ter was brought to the senate's atten- 
tion by a house committee and the sen- 
ate appointed a committee to prepare 
the details of the proposed trial. The 
senate considered the Philippine gov- 
ernment bill and the pure food bill. 
Mr. Foraker presented a tariff amend- 
ment to the Philippine bill, but on com- 
plaint of Mr. Dubois and other seai^ 
tors that this provision had not been 
cont'>niplated when the senate entered 
Into an agreement to vote on the bill 
next Friday, it was \t-ithdrawn. A 
number of semi-public bills were 
passed. 

House. — Ftirther action on the Im- 
peachment proceedings against Judge 
Cha;ies Swa.vne, of the north(>rn dis- 
trict of Florida, was taken in the 
house Wednesday by the appointment 
of the committee of seren provided tor 
by a resolution adopted Tuesday to 

draft the charges for presentation to 
the senate and by the reception of the 
report of the committee of five to im 
tify the senate of the impeacbmeot, 
who announced that tlmy had per^ 
formed their duty and that the senate 
had responded that "Order shall be 
taken." The urgt nt deficiency bill 
and several other bills of a public na- 
ture were passed. 

Senator Dietrich introduced an 
amendment to the Philippine bill pro* 
posing that all officers of the I'nlted 
Stales army, navy and inaiiiic corps 
or coiisialiiilar y odicers df ihe Philip- 
pine government shall have the privi- 
lege of free entry on all articles, in* 
eluding used household goods, uni- 
forms and articles for e<iiiip:nent and 
service, import* d for their own use 
anil heiietit. and not for liarii i or sale.

Given a solid roadbed, heavy rails, 
strong (quipment, proper signalH ^nd al- 
moat perfect operating rules, why do we 
have the almost dally marder of paasen* 
gerafrom preventable accidents? 

Because the admirable rules for the 
iovemmeot cf employea are daily disre- 
garded. 

A train is unexpectedly stopped be- 
tween statfona. The rulea provide that a 
fi igman miiNt go back a very considerable 
distance. It is snowing. A long tramp 
means wet feet. The flagman reasons: 
" We will be here only a few aecor ds an) • 
way. I will be called in before I can get 
back to my post, and then the train will 
be delayed while I am running back to it 
—besides, the bloek sfgnal'wtU hold baek 
any following train." 

Many roada having installed a perfect 
system of bloek aiffnala destroy its entire 
effectiveness by establishing the "per- 
missive block," "going ahead under 
green." By this system • following train 
i^ given drecretionary power to run into 
a block already occupied. This permis- 
sion is always coupled with the injunc- 
tion that the engineer must use caution, 
and "at all timea have his train nnder 
perfect control." But in actual opera- 
t'on "caution" usually means not exceed- 
ing the maximam possible speed of the 
engine. ' 

I once stood by the side of a busy line 
with the aignal engineer of the road, he 
continued. This line had a complete in- 
stallation of block signals. We watched 
a dosen heavy freights rash by at thirty 
miles an hour, with not a hundred yards 
of daylight separating any two of them. 
I expressed surprise at the reckless dis- 
regard of signals, and the officer said: 
"Freights run regardless of the blocks. 
We couldn't get them over the rmd if 
we kept them a block apart." 

In the rear end oollisaion last year on 
the Central of New Jersey, the engineer 
of the following train disregarded the 
red bloek, the waTing lantetu ol two 
flagmen, and the tail Ughti of tb« flnt 
train, into which he plonged. 

In a butting coIUasion a few montha 
ago in Michigan the engineers of the op- 
posing trains saw each others headlights 
on a atraigbt track for foar mile*.
